FINDS 355 MILES 


IMPROVED ROADS 


County Auditor Phil Wilk Completes 


Record as Basis For Computing 


Gasoline Tax 


CERTIFIED TO THE STATE 


Four Months Required to Dig Facts 


Out of County Records—Will be 


.Preserved for Reference 


Phil Wilk, county auditor, certi- 


fied to the .-\tate auditor Wednesday 
evening that there are 355 miles of 
improved highway in Rush county, 
exclusive of city streets and high- 
ways maintained by the state high- 
way commission, to make it possible'" 
for the state auditor to compute the 
county's share of the state gasoline 
tax. 


The law passed by the last legis- 


lature, placing a tax of two cents ji 
gallon, to be puiil by the aetual con- 
sumer, provides that in dividing the 
fund derived from the tax in 1923, 
the firsj $500,000 shall be divided 
among the counties equally and the 
remainder among the counties on the 
basis of miles of improved highways. 


City streets are excluded because 


they are maintained by the city and 
no tax is levied by the county 
for 


their maintenance. State highways in 
the county arc excluded for the same" 
reason, ,in computing the 
county's 


share of the gasoline tax. 


When the state auditor requested 


that the improved highway 
mileage 


be certified to him, a big task eon- 
fronted the county auditor because 
no attempt had ever been made to 
keep a, record of the new-roads'as 
they have been built. 


Mr. Wilk was able, after 
four 


months, to dig out tho mileage of .all 
but two roads, and these had to be 
measured by the county sn'rveyor 
in order to get a correct estimate o£ 
their length^Tjje_oii]y_- thing.be... hag 
to work on was a record of roads 
built in the county, which was made 
about twenty years ago, when A. L. 
Stewart was county surveyor, and 
was never kept up to date. 


Mr. Wilk's record 
shows 
that 


there arc 131 improved highways in 
the comity •which are maintained by/ 
the county under the supervision of 
the county highway superintendent. 
Mr. Wilk, of course, had to make 
allowances for roads built in Rnsh- 
ville under the three-mile road 
law, 


which include all paved streets 
in 


the city with the exception of Third 
street, one block at the south end of 
Perkins street and one-half block at 
the east end of First street.

the jury this morning, stated 
that 


the four defendants were 
e.harjred 


jointly in a grand jury indictment, 
but the state had elected to try John 
Hasty, first. 


The indictment is based on two 


counts, the first charging conspira"y. 
and the second grarid larceny. The 
conviction on the first count 'Carries 
a penalty of a fine of not less than 
.$25 nor more than $5,1)00 and a sen- 
tence of from 2 to 14 years; the lar- 
ceny count carries a fine not to ex- 
ceed double of the value of the goods 
taken, and also a prison sentence of 
from one to 14 years. 


The prosecutor stated that 
the 


state would show by their evidence 
that. the defendant'' .on .trial 
ap- 


proached 
his 
son'-in-lftv,', 
Claude 


Johnson, and told him that 
if 
he 


would join them he could get some 
"easy money," and that on one night 
the quartet visited the henroost of 
Joe Redlin, just this side of Knights- 
town and stole chickens dividing them 
when they reached the Hasty 'home. 


On this occasion, as in all occas- 


ions, the prosecutor said, 
Walter 


Hasty drove the machine, and 
in 


coming to a farm house that was go- 
ing to be the scene of the robbery he 
would let the three men o:it, and lie 
•would drive the machine down 
the 


road 'and return for them, with their 
loot. 


The prosecutor stated that 
this 


raid was followed l>y scvral others, 
including the ones to the home of Or- 
val Stewart, Dayton Stewart and at 
the home of Russell Reddick, the 
prosecuting witness in the case, and 
at whose homo the rjuartet 
were 


trapped August 18, 1923. 


The evidence would show, furth- 


er, according to the prosecutor, that 
during the week prior to the Reddick 
theft, or on August 11, the men, ex-
